Water Rates Jump Almost 10 % 


The 9,000 customers the 
Southern California Water Sse 
who live in Placentia and Yorba 
Linda will have their water bills 
increased 9.9 per cent, possibly 
taking effect on Christmas Day. 

The company has been granted 
permission to increase its rates by 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission, for about 31,500 
customers in its Orange County 
district. 

In its decision, the PUC adopted 
its staff's recommendation for 
‘‘lifeline’’ rates. None of the 
increase will be applied to the 


monthly service charge for the 
standard 5/8 x 3/4-inch residential 
meter nor . quantity rates for the 
first SOO cubic feet of water used 
each month. 

The local office of the Southern 
California Water Company said this 
week that the increase had been 
sought because the firm's expenses 
have soared both in the price it pays 
for water purchased and in such 
things as the cost of its electricity. 

The utility company, however, 
was seeking overall an immediate 
16.2 percent increase and additional 
increases of 2.8 per cent each this 


Budget Cuts Loom 
For PUSD Schools 


If growth in enrollment does not 
increase by February, trustees of the 
Placentia Unified School District will 
be considering ‘‘deeper budget 
cuts,’’ staff explained at a recent 
board meeting. 

“Only about 100 students have 
enroiled since the October count’’ 
(which was lower than expected), 
Dr. John Miullender, associate 
superintendent of business services 
for PUSD explained. 


‘Students are leaving faster than 
we anticipated,’’ Mullender stated. 
“The latest count showed 17,288 
students district-wide. 

‘We're finding that contractors 
aren't finishing homes as fast as we 
had expected and people who buy in 
the district are doing so_ for 
speculative purposes and not living 
in the homes."’

The PUC said the increase 
granted should allow the utility an 
opportunity to earn a 8.85 per cent 
return on its investment. Last rate of 
return found reasonable for the 
utility was 7.5 per cent in 1971. 

SoCal Water filed its rate increase 
application in December last year. 
Public hearing on the matter was 
held August 31 in Los Alamitos. 

SoCal Water had requested an 
increase of 52.5 per cent in the 
service charge for the standard 
residential meter and a reduction in 
the quantity rate for the first 500 
cubic feet of water used a month. 
Under this plan, residential rates 
would have risen 43 per cent for 100 
cubic feet of water, 18 per cent for 
500 cubic feet, and 12 per cent for 
2,000 cubic feet. 

The PUC said ‘‘by no effort of 
imagination’’ could this plan be 
considered a lifeline formula. 

Under the rate spread approved, 
the quantity rate for usage over 500 
cubic feet of water a month will go up 
from the present 25.7 cent per 100 
cubic feet to 26.6 cents. 

The new rates may become 
effective December 25.

School Building Lost In 1934 Fire 


1912 - Bradford Ave. 
Elementary School (was the 
portion of Valencia Campus 
south of auditorium). This 
impressive building with 
ornate twin towers boasted 
an auditorium with a 
balcony which would seat 
600. The eight class rooms 
were at the sides. Our good 
friend and Placentia Histor- 
ian George Key and his wife 
Hannah (Ipsen) received 
their Grammar School (8th 
grade) certificates at the 
first promotion held here on 


June 8, 1912. (This was the 
38th grammar school pro- 
motion further testifying to 
the efficacy of the 1874 
Cajon School District.) 
Most of this building was 
destroyed by fire in 1934. 
(Rumor had it it was arson!) 
It was rebuilt in 1936. 
Calvary Church housed 
some of the students during 
the reconstruction period. 
The oldest structure re- 
maining in

of SB-42 during last years 
legislative session, intends 
to introduce legislation to 
repeal the controversial 
measure which did away 
with indeterminate — sen- 
tencing practices in Cali- 
fornia. 

“Under our old system of 


sentencing prisoners,”’ 
Briggs said, ‘‘a person 
might be sentenced to a 


term of from S years to life. 
During his or her time in 
prison either the Adult 
Authority Board or the 
Women's Board of Terms 
and Parole would review a 
prisoners’ case and _ be- 
havior while in prison and 
they could either release 
that prisoner on parole 
when he or she had served 
two-thirds of the minimum 
term or they could continue 
to keep him or her in prison 
depending upon the miti- 
gating or aggravating cir- 
cumstances. 

“Under SB-42 however 
this review procedure and 
ability to keep dangerous or 
homicidal prisoners in 
prison for longer periods of 
time has been abolished. 

‘‘Asa result, society now 
runs the very real risk of 
hundreds of dangerous and 
or homicidal prisoners 
being released beginning 
July 1, 1977. My bill is 
aimed at repealing last 
year’s SB-42 before it takes 
effect in July,’’ Briggs said.

Nestande Gets 
Chairmanship 


Assemblyman Bruce 
Nestande (R-Orange) has 
been appointed Chairman 
of the Assembly Standing 
Committee on Human 
Resources by Assembly 
Speaker Leo Mc Carthy. 
Assemblyman Nestande is 
one of the most junior 
members to chair a 
Standing Committee. Nes- 
tande began his second 
term in the California 
Assembly on December 6. 

Nestande indicated he 
“plans to develop legis- 
lation that will minimize the 
tax burden placed on the 
citizens of California, 
largely because of federal 
legislation establishing wel- 
fare obligations.’ He point- 
ed out that the ‘‘legislative 
thrust must be to turn 
welfare recipients into 
productive wage earners, 
break the cycle where 
succeeding generations of 
family members live on 
welfare, and tighten wel- 
fare eligibility require- 
ments.’ 

In addition to the new 
Chairmanship, Nestande 
has been appointed to the 
Assembly Committee on 
Finance, Insurance & Com- 
merce, and re-appointed to 
the Criminal Justice Com- 
mittee. 

Nestande noted that a 
‘major concern this session 
must be to cut un- 
employment by establish- 
ing a sound business 


climate in California, and it 
is the Committee on 
Finance, Insurance & Com- 
merce which develops a 
great deal of the business 


legislation.”’ 
Nestande indicated that 
he had ‘‘requested _ re- 


appointment by the Speak- 
er, to the Criminal Justice 
Committee because of the 
recent California Supreme 
Court ruling abolishing 
California's death penalty 
and the importance of 
developing legislation 
which will be upheld by the 
California and United 
States Supreme Courts.”’ 
Nestande stated that he 
“‘reluctantly gave up his 
seat on the important Ways 
& Means Committee in 
order to become Chairman 
of the Human Resources 
Committee in an attempt to 
help those who are most in 
need of assistance, includ- 


ing the taxpayers who 
continue to bear the 
financial obligation as- 


sociated with ever-increas- 
ing welfare roles.”’ 


Nestande concluded by 
pointing out that ‘‘he would 
resist any attempts by the 
incoming Carter Ad- 
ministration to nationalize 
welfare, just as he would 
resist the state assuming 
the total welfare financial 
obligation from the state’s 
general fund, without local 
government participation.”

Recently Ordinance No. 
76-0-128 of the Placentia 
Municipal Code was enact- 
ed to reflect a minimum and 
maximum administrative 
charge for weed abatement. 
The minimum administra- 
tive charge is $50. and the 


maximum charge is $200 
per parcel or lot. This is in 
addition to the contractor’s 
cost of abatement if a 
person does not attend to 
the removal of weeds and 
litter. 


Citizens of the commun- 
ity are urged to maintain 
their properties in a weed 
and litter-free condition so 
that it will not be necessary 
for the city to abate the 
problem and add those fees 
to the tax bill of the property 
owner, Victor Newton, chief 
building official advises.

Social Services from elderly 
or semi-disabled  individ- 
uals who need transporta- 
tion assistance, the office 
explains. 

Usually the individual is 
in need of a ride to a medical 
appointment or possibly 
may need to be taken to the 
grocery store. These indi- 
viduals are unable to afford 
taxi fares and because of 
physical limitations, they 
are unable to take the bus. 

With a sufficient number 
of volunteers serving, one 
individual volunteer should 
be called upon only once or 
twice each month to drive. 
Transportation is provided 
only between 8 a.m. and 5 
p.m., Mondays _ through 
Fridays and volunteers can 
designate which days and 
times are most suitable. It is 
through community support 
such as this that many 
elderly people are able to 
continue living indepen- 
dently in their own homes, 
the city office states.

John W. Prager, Jr., a Placentia 
attorney, whose offices are in 
Century City has taken out papers 
for both the school board race and 
the library district contest but has 
not yet decided which race he will 
make. 

Also taking a first step for the 
library election is John Fahy, a 
retired naval commander who is 
presently a member of the board of 
Placentia’s Free Medical Clinic 
which operates out of the Whitten 
Community Center.

The election’s only incumbent, 
school board trustee John Balducci, 
who ts 43, issued a statement this 
week, declaring his candidacy. 

‘The most pressing challenge to 
the schools this year will be one of 
finances,’’ Balducci stated. *‘With 
both the governor and_ the 
legislature now apparently commit- 
ted to some form of much needed 
property tax relief, and with the 
expected state supreme court 
mandate to equalize school financial 
support, we're all faced with a 
difficult and complex set of 
circumstances. 

‘Compounding that, of course, 
will be the continued insistence by 
employee groups that they maintain 
deserved equitable wages during an 
inflationary economy. Locally, 
we’ve managed on an income that is 
the lowest per child of any unified 
district in the county with a property 
tax rate that is also one of the lowest. 

““As the prospects for school 
finance change, we must make 
certain that our local needs and 


circumstances are made known. I 
believe that an experienced Board of 


Education can do that. 

“Our board will have a 
representative meeting regularly 
with Assemblyman Bruce Nestande, 
at his suggestion, regarding the 
future financing of education. Weve 
established as one of our five top 
objectives, the vigorous assistance 
to and involvement in legislative 
action aimed at this problem. We 
recently authorized our district to 


become part of an association of 


low-wealth school districts, which is 
expected to have a major voice in 
policy decisions and _ legislation 
affecting school finance. 

‘‘The number one priority of our 
Orange County School Boards 
Association this year is to make our 
organization a major political force 
on this issue.”’ 

Balducci is an honor graduate in 
engineering of the University of 
Connecticut and is a_ project 
coordinator at Autonetics where he 
is responsible for cost reduction 
activities. 

He is currently vice president of 
the board, is married to Marie 
Balducci and they have been 
residents of the school district for 15 
years. They have two children in 
PUSD schools and their oldest 
daughter, Bonnie, is a student at 
California State University — in 
Fullerton.
